NHS bosses told: keep cuts out of the public domain

NHS bosses are rejecting public 
requests for information in a bid 
to keep cuts at hospitals across 
south-west London secret, an in¬ 
vestigation has found. 

Five south-west London hos¬ 
pitals - Kingston, Croydon, St 
George’s and Epsom and St Heli- 
er - have been outlined for cuts 
as part of the NHS’ sustainability 
and transformation plans (STPs). 

Acute services including A&E 
and maternity care are in danger 
of being cut. 

A report by think tank the 
King’s Fund, compiled through 
anonymous interviews with man¬ 
agers of the STPs, found that they 
have been told by NHS England 
to keep details “out of the public 
domain”. 

Managers were also told how to 
actively reject freedom of infor¬ 
mation requests to see the plans. 

The report also found that 
managers were “typically 
unsupportive” of keep¬ 
ing details of the cuts 
secret, with one de¬ 
scribing the idea as 
“ludicrous”. 

One manag¬ 
er told the think 
tank: “I’ve been 
in meetings where 
I’ve felt a little 
bit like, you know, 
where are the real 
people in this?” 

Epsom Hospital may have its 
services cut as part of plans 


The King’s Fund carried out 
interviews with staff involved 
with four STPs, with 44 service 
reviews currently taking place 
across the country. 

Full details of the STPs are yet 
to be officially released by NHS 
England, though some of the doc¬ 
uments have been leaked. 

The report found that some 
councils were being largely kept 
in the dark about the proposals 
and many council chief execu¬ 
tives were critical of the process. 

One council leader told the 
King’s Fund: “The other [author¬ 
ity] chief execs, they really just 
don’t buy into this. 

“The majority of chief execs in 
[omitted] just think it’s a joke.” 

A Kingston Council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Plans are developed on 
a sub-regional basis and we have 
had input into this via the King¬ 
ston Clinical Commissioning 
Group, which is responsible for li¬ 
aising directly with NHS England. 

“In the coming months, we will 
be working with 
our health part¬ 


ners to ensure Kingston residents 
are consulted on the proposals.” 

Despite the think tank’s criti¬ 
cisms, chief executive Chris Ham 
said pursuing the STPs was still 
“the right thing to do” to secure 
the future of hospital services. 

NHS England plans to make 
£22bn-worth of cuts by 2020. 

Mr Ham said: “The introduction 
of STPs has been beset by prob¬ 
lems and has been frustrating for 
many of those involved, but it is 
vital that we stick with them. 

“It is also clear that our health 
and care system is under unprec¬ 
edented pressure, and if STPs do 
not work then there is no plan B. 

“It is vital that NHS national 
bodies learn the lessons so far, so 
that we can see STPs fulfil their 
potential.” 

A draft STP for south-west 
London published last month 
said that NHS trusts in the region 
are “failing to meet minimum 
standards”. 

The STP has led Kingston MP 
James Berry to start a petition 
in support of Kingston Hospital, 


which he said is “geographically 
important” and cutting its acute 
service would “make no sense”. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston 
Hospital told this website last 
week that there are no cuts cur¬ 
rently planned while the South 
West London Collaborative Com¬ 
missioning group denied any clo¬ 
sures were planned. 

A spokesman said: “There are 
no proposals to close any hospital 
in south west London. 

“We are suggesting our hospi¬ 
tals will need to work differently, 
with more clinical networking 
and possibly one less hospital 
providing acute services such as 
A&E, obstetrics and specialist pae¬ 
diatrics. 

“But nor have we ruled out re¬ 
taining these services in all five 
hospitals.” 

Consultations on the changes 
will take place early next year.

A video to help children suffering online abuse has just been launched by Childline. GRAINNE CUFFE reports 

Helping our youngsters to beat the cyber bullies 


THE charity Childline has 
introduced a video giving 
children advice on how to 
help a friend who is being 
bullied find support. 

The launch is tied in with 
Anti-Bullying Week, which 
runs until November 18. 

In the past year alone, 
Childline’s London base has 
delivered 786 online bullying 
counselling sessions, com¬ 
pared with 504 in the year 
2011 - 12 . 

However, the number of 
children suffering from on¬ 
line bullying is thought to be 
much higher. 

A quarter of the sessions 
included helping children 
with mental health and well¬ 
being issues such as low 
self-esteem, self-harm, sui¬ 
cidal thoughts and depres¬ 
sion. 

Children as young as seven 
have reported being targeted 
by hateful online abuse. 

The video release follows 
the charity’s latest report 
‘What children are telling 
us about bullying’, which re¬ 
veals the number of children 
and young people tormented 
by online trolls has increased 
by 88 per cent in five years. 

In the video, vlogger Ma¬ 
rina Joyce, who was bul¬ 
lied herself, talks about the 
signs to look for that signal 



“It is a problem intensified 
by the ever-increasing pres¬ 
ence of the internet. 

“Years ago, a child could 
escape their bullies when 
they left the playground and 
get some respite in the safety 
of their home, now the 24/7 
nature of the internet means 
that a child can be targeted 
around the clock. 

“Bullying, regardless of 
whether it occurs online or 
in person can have a dev¬ 
astating impact on a young 
person, affecting their self- 
worth, leave them feeling iso¬ 
lated and potentially being a 
trigger for depression. 

In the worst-case scenar- 
bullying has driven 
children and young people to 
self-harm and even suicide.” 


The president of Child¬ 
line, Dame Esther Rantzen, 
says: “It is imperative that 
adults, parents and teachers, 
intervene to protect them 
(victims of bullying). 

“We have learned over the 
years from Childline callers 
that bullying does not stop 
on its own, left alone it gets 
worse. 

“Schools must take this 
problem seriously, and above 
all children must ask for 
help.”

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Owner vows to re-open chippy after fire ravages his shop 

No Plaice like home

THE owner of a fish and 
chip shop devastated 
by a ferocious fire has 
thanked neighbours, 
firefighters, insurers 
and even fish ‘guard¬ 
ians’ for their help as 
he hopes his business 
will soon rise from the 
ashes. 

The Major Plaice in 
the Market Parade in 
Ewell was ravaged by 
fire shortly after staff 
turned on the fryers at 
the start of the working 
day last month. It has 
been closed since the 
blaze on October 4. 

Crews from four fire 
stations spent nearly 
three hours fighting the 
fire, but the shop was 
rendered uninhabitable 
with charred, stinking, 
burnt seats. 

Before the crews 
arrived, shop owners 
from neighbouring 
businesses ran out into 
the street clutching fire 
extinguishers to tackle 
the blaze. 

Ifet Butt, the owner 
of the Major Plaice, was

“devastated” when he 
arrived in Ewell High 
Street at 10.10am that 
Tuesday morning to 
find his business going 
up in flames. 

“I had just come back 
from hospital the night 
before because I had 
had an operation on my 
leg and still had stitches 
in,” Mr Butt said. 

“On Tuesday morn¬ 
ing my wife gave me 
breakfast to try to give 
me some energy, but be¬ 
fore I could eat, I got the 
phone call telling me 


what had happened.” 

He added: “I nearly 
fell down, so the fire¬ 
fighters brought a chair 
for me. They were very 
nice and they did an ex¬ 
cellent job.” 

Sejal Patel, the 
co-owner of Ricky’s 
Ewell Spring Pharmacy 
next door to The Major 
Plaice, told the Epsom 
Guardian she, and oth¬ 
er business owners, 
ran out with fire extin¬ 
guishers before the fire¬ 
fighters arrived. 

Firefighters then 


spent three hours tack¬ 
ling the blaze and limit¬ 
ing the damage as much 
as they could. 

The fire was so in¬ 
tense that flames were 
leaping from the vat of 
oil in which staff fry the 
fish. 

Mr Butt said: “It was 
a very bad fire. 

“The smoke damage 
was worse than the ac¬ 
tual fire. It’s totally de¬ 
stroyed inside. It was 
very black and very 
smelly.” 

Mr Butt said he was 
glad no one was hurt - 
including, amazingly, 
the 30 or so fish in the 
shop’s aquarium, all of 
which are now being 
looked after at a garden 
centre. 

Since last month’s 
fire, the shop has been 
extensively cleaned, 
insurance claims have 
been filed, and this 
week, repair work will 
start in earnest. 

Mr Butt said he hoped 
the Major Plaice would 
be back to serving up 
fish and chips by the 
end of January. 

“I was devastated,” he 
said. “It was a very bad 
experience, but I feel 
much better now.”

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Immigration officer accused of multiple rapes and assaults

A FAMILY care officer at a G4S 
immigration detention centre 
repeatedly raped a woman over 
a two-year period, a jury has 
heard. 

Scott Webster, 27, from Brier 
Road, Tadworth, faces 16 charg¬ 
es, including twice chipping 
the alleged victim’s tooth dur¬ 
ing assaults, raping her, and bit¬ 
ing her with sufficient force to 
break the skin. 

Mr Webster denies the allega¬ 
tions and pleaded not guilty to 
all charges at Croydon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on May 10, 2016. 

On one occasion, Mr Webster 
held a knife to his victim’s throat 
and told her he would kill her, 
Croydon Crown Court was told 
on the second day of his trial. 

Prosecuting, Mr Simon Gle- 
dhill said: “This is a case about 
prolonged abuse which was both 
physical and sexual.” 

Mr Gledhill also told the court 
that Mr Webster started using 
restraining holds on the victim, 
who can not be named for legal 


reasons, which he learned while 
training as a family care officer 
at a night immigration deten¬ 
tion centre run by G4S. 

Giving evidence from behind 
a screen, the victim told the 
court that while raping her: “He 
held my waist and said, ‘I will be 
quick. The more you move, the 
more it will hurt.’” 

She also told the court that Mr 
Webster’s attacks were careful¬ 
ly targeted on parts of her body 
that “you couldn’t really see”. 

“I was always covered in 
bruises and had grab marks on 
my legs and arms,” she said. 


“I was stupid. I often thought I 
deserved it and made it happen.” 

She kept her bruises hidden 
from friends and family with 
long clothing, even during hot 
summer temperatures, Mr Gle¬ 
dhill told the court. 

But she progressively began 
to confide in her sister after she 
reported Mr Webster to the po¬ 
lice for biting her on the nose. 
Mr Webster admitted this and 
was issued with a caution. 

Mr Webster was later arrested 
on September 28,2014. 

He denies all charges. 

The trial continues.

com and the Money Advice Service explores some of them. 


GETTINGSTARTID 


Saving money for your deposit: 

Before you start looking at properties 
you'll need to start saving for a deposit. 
Generally, you need to try to save at 
least 5% to 20% of the cost of the 
home you'd like. So if you want to buy a 
home costing £150,000, you'll need to 
save at least £7,500. Saving more than 
5% will make it easier for you to apply 
for a wider range of mortgages. 

Once you know the amount of 
deposit you'll need, make a plan to 
reach this goal. Be realistic about how 
much you can afford. Regular saving is 
more effective than relying on irregular 
one-off sums. How long it will take 
depends on how much you can afford 
to set aside each month. 

Help to Buy: Do you have at least 
a 5% deposit? The government's Help 
to Buy scheme makes it possible to 
buy a new or existing home even if 
you've only got a small deposit. With 
Help to Buy there are two options 
available: equity loans and mortgage 
guarantees. 

Equity loans are only available if 
you are buying a newly built home. You 
can borrow 20% of the purchase price 


interest-free for the first five years as 
long as you have a 5% deposit. 

Mortgage guarantees are available 
for new and old properties across the 
UK. The government will cover part of 
any losses your lender may sustain if 
the mortgage is not repaid. 

There are limits on the cost of the 
property you can buy using both of 
these schemes, which differ across the 
UK. Read more in the Money Advice 
Service's guide to Help to Buy. 

Help to BuylSAs: The new Help 
to Buy ISA scheme is designed to 
help first-time buyers save up fora 
deposit for their home. Launching in 
December 2015, this scheme will see 
the government top up your savings by 
25%. That means that for every £200 
you save the government will give 
you £50. The most the government 
will contribute is £3,000, so the most 
you can save in a Help to Buy ISA is 
£12,000. The minimum you need to 
save to qualify is £1,600, which would 
give you a £400 bonus. 

Help to Buy ISAs are available to 
each first-time buyer, not each house. 
So if you're buying a property with 


someone else, you can get up to 
£6,000 towards your deposit. 

Shared ownership: Shared 
ownership is a cross between renting 
and buying, aimed mainly at first-time 
buyers. You buy a share of a home 
from the landlord and rent the part 
you don't own at a reduced rate. The 
landlord in this case is usually your 
local council or housing association. 

Shared ownership schemes are 
designed to help people who don't 
earn enough to buy a home outright. 
People aged 55 and over and people 
with long-term disabilities can also 
apply. You will have to take out a 
mortgage to pay for your share, which 
is between 25% and 75% of the 
home's value. You then pay a reduced 
rent on the share you don't own. You 
have the option later on to buy a bigger 
share of the property - up to 100% - 
when you can afford to. 

Right to Buy/Right to Acquire: 
Right to Buy lets council tenants who 
qualify buy their council home at a 
reduced rate. The size of the discount 
varies depending on where you live and 
the type of property you want to buy. 



Tenants normally need to have 
rented from their local council or 
housing association for three years 
before they qualify. The three years can 
be non-consecutive. Right to Acquire 
is a scheme offered in England and 
Wales for housing association tenants 
who don't qualify for Right to Buy. The 
discounts are slightly smaller.
